his friends gratitude for his treatment 
by both the President and Mr. Bryan. 
He was particularily profuse in his 
Praise for the friendly attitude of the 
President during their conversation at 
the White House last Tuesday. 

Officials ot the government realize 
the many difficulties attending the 
delicate mission of the German Am- 
bassador under existing circumstances. 
He is accorded the most cordial recep- 
tion everywhere, and, if anything, is 
showered with more social invitations 
than usually fll his busy days. 

Officials of the government recog- 
nize the fact that Count Von Bern- 
stort forms the sole connecting link 
between his government and that at 
Washington, and that he is compelled 
to perform many acts that, under the 
more acute circumstances that may 
rise from existing conditions, would 
prove embarrassing. 

He has been most punctilous in his 
observance of the etiquette governing 
his relations with the United States, 
which remote contingencies muy sever. 

That Count Von Bernstorff is in 
thercugh accord with the policy of 
his government the officials of this 
country with whom his duties bring 
him in contact have the very best 
reasons to know. 

Washington has echoed with stories 
indicating the contrary. One is, in 
effect, that the German Ambassador 
has expressed his disapproval cf the 
marine war policy of his sovereign. 
The count rarely expressés his views 
for publication. But one hag only to 
discuss with him in confidential terms

BATTLESHIP GOLIATH IS 


THREE MINUTES. 


[IBY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 


ONDON, June 6.—Reuter’s Am- 

sterdam correspondent sends the 

following report of the sinking 
of the British battleship Goliath in 
the Dardanelles in the middie of last 
month by the Turkish torpedo boat 
Mouvenet-I-Milleh: 

“The British were in the habit of 
enfilading the Turkish flank on Mor- 
to Bay, to which Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Fire, who was the German 
commander of the Turkish torpedo 
boat Mouvenet-I-Milleh, was ordered 
to creep down the entrance of the 


Dardanelles at night and attack. 
“Advancing close and ascertaining 
that two ships near by were British, 


he manned the torpedo tubes. The 
two British ships began to flash rec- 
oxnition signals. The Mouvenet-I- 
Minen discharged a torpedo which 
struck the Goliath under the bridge. 
A second torpedo hit her between the 
funnels and a third one on the quar- 
ter.

There was a dull explosion and 
a sheet of fire and the vessel sank 
without a soul being seen on deck.

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FOOD PLENTY 
FOR BELGIANS. 


Warehouses are Said to be 
Pretty Well Stocked.

Great Obstacles to Feeding 
People are Overcome. 

— 

Account Kept of Every Per- 
gon Receiving Aid. 


P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE! 

LONDON, May 8.-——The warehouses 
of the American Commission for the 
Relief of Belgium at Rotterdam and 
various ‘provincial centers are at last 
sufficiently well stocked so that the 
commission can stand the shock of 
interrupticns in the receipt of sup- 
plies without fearing that the Bel- 
gians will starve over night. 

One of the hardest problems with 
which the commission had to deal 
was the fact that belligerent nations 
refused to permit the purchase with- 
in their boundaries of foodstuffs for 
the sufferers. It was conse- 
quently necessary to obtain all the 
food cverseas. It was found that if 
purchases were made in the primary 
centers and the most economical 
transport undertaken, it was neces- 
sary to have in transit at all times 
three months’ food supply. The com- 
mission, therefore, managed to bor- 
row $10,000,000, secured upon the 
gocds in transit, and the members of 
the commission pledged their person- 
al credit for the further communes 
to bring up the stock of goods in 
transit as high sometimes as 20.000. 
000. In the early days the commission 
would have to send canal boats first 
to one part cf Belgium, and then 
to another, where the supplies were 
within less than twenty-four hours of 
exhaustion. 

At first the commission endeavored 
to distribute the actual gift food con- 
signed to them to the actually desti- 
tute persons. Within a week they 
found an encrmous:amount of diffi- 
culty and confusion «a out of 
this arrangement because would 
be necessary to divide a cargo of 
gift flour, for instance, over 3000 
communes in Belgium. and at the 
same time to ship parallel with it a 
large quantity of foodstuffs, consign- 
ing them fcr the purposes of sale 
for those who could pay. This meant 
a d@uplication of the entire transport 
organization, and in fact. was quite im- 
possible, because no gift cargo was suf. 
ficient in size to distribute over 3000 
communes: and the next thing the 
commission found was that it was 
borrewing from the gift cargoes and 
was loaning food from the sales de- 
partment to the benevolent depart- 
ment. The direct buainess minds of the 
managers untied this knot by a very 
simple device, by which they sold all 
the gift food from the benevolent de- 
partment to the provisioning depart- 
ment. The benevclent department, in- 
stead of having foodstuffs, thus had 
cash in hand. This they proceeded to 
distribute by weekly subventions to the 
communes, and the communal au- 
thorities with this money. purchased 
their required imports from the sales 
department. The result was an enor- 
mous simplification tn the work and 
an, actual gain in efficiency, as the 
communes were then able to buy pre- 
cisely what they required for each in- 
dividual and local institution. 

HOW PEOPLE ARE FED. 

It ts of some interest tc follow 
the actual course of a cargo of food- 
stuffs through the ion. Take 
the case of Argentine wheat. One of 
the largest firms of grain buyers in 
the Argentine undertook to make 
purchases on behalf cf the commis- 
sion without profit to themselves, 
This grain would be purchased in one 
of the Central Argentine provinces, 
transported to Buenos Aires, and a 
freight paid an it, less than the usual 
rates, by virtue of arrangements by 
the commissicn with the railway com- 
panies at Buenos Aires. A 
would be taken up by one of the 
regular steamers of the commission. 
Inasmuch as the commission had ne- 
gotiated au arrangement with all of 


the belligerent governments that 
ships flying the commission’s flag 
would be immune from attack at 


sea, they were able to charter ships 
and obtain rates at less than normal. 
Thie cargo, in due time, arrived at 
Rotterdam, and was there discharged 
into lighters. which are under time 
charter to the commission. These 
Urhtere are towed down the canals 
from Rotterdam into Helgium and 
discharged into one of the five milling 
centers in Belgium. The ficur mills 
in these five cities are operated on 
behalf of the commission, whereby 
the commission agrees to pay for the 
labor and actual cost of operation. 
The wheat is milled into 80 per cent. 
Hour and 20 per cent. bran and the 
bran is sold to the municipal dairies 
te feed the cattle and thereby main- 
tain the cycle of milk supply for the 
baby canteens. The flour is again 
loaded into — and is distrib- 
the commission. From these ware- 
“arrondissement warehouses.” 

communal authorities ccme to the ar- 
rondissement warehouses for their 
supplies. The communes pay in cash 
to the arrondissement managers the 
stipulated price of flour, and having 
removed it to the communal ware- 
houges there begins one of the most 
interesting phenomena in the de- 
tailed measures taken tc secure abso- 
lute economy and justice in the 
method of distribution. In the case 
of flour, in the first instance, the 
foint organizations required the com- 
munes to secure from all of the bak- 
ers a complete list of their custom- 
ers. These lists were compared with 
the cemmunal record and a definite 
number of persons were assigned to 
each baker for him to supply with 
bread. The baker a put in bond to 
supply 325 grammes of good bread 
m from no other material than 
that of the pm gg (in order to 


he received daily from the communal! 
warehouse 250 grammes of flour per 
adult. The communes sell the flour 
to the baker at the same price which 
they pay for it. The baker is 


e same price that he 
pays for the ur, but, inasmuch as 
bread made from 250 grammes of 
flour increases to 325 grammes of 
bread. by virtue of the water incor- 
porated in baking, the baker thus ob- 
taine a mall marein of profit with 
which to pay his workmen. Any ccn- 
travention by the baker of the min- 
ute rule set down means the punish- 
ment of having his list of customers 
assiened to some competitor.

The 
commission recently purchased 5000 
tons of coffee from the stores com- 
mandeered at Antwerp, and has re- 
sold this throughout the country. 


WIRELESS AND EXPLOSIONS. 


Scientists Point Out That Several 
_ Explosions Have Occurred at Junc- 
tion of Wireless Waves. 

{London Tit-Bits:} A well known 
scientist recently suggested that the 


mysterious explosion which destroyed 
the British battleship, the Bulwark, 
might have been due to the influence 
of wireless waves. The theory that 
wireleas causes explosions was put for- 
ward some time ago by a French en- 
gineer. To prove his point. he called 
attention te the fact that the disaster 
to the Volturno, which was buried in 
the Atlantic, took place just on he 
junction point where the wireless waves 

m Eiffel Tower and Glace Bay 
meet. e mysterious mine explosions 
at Senkhenyda also occurred on the 
Clifden-Paris wireless line. 

The French engineer also points out 
that in his opinion wireless has a 
strange effect on the mind, and he 
considera that it is for this reason that 
collisions between ships have greatly 
increased of recent years. Many of 
these mishaps have taken place at 
the junction of wireless wave routes, 
and it is said that the wireless so af- 
fected ti brains of ships’ commanders 
that in critical moments they lost on- 
trol of their vessels. This theory is 
confirmed by the fact that birds flying 
sear wireless stations move in an un- 
easy, agitated fashion, as it their 
senses were under some strange in- 
@uence.

For a Thousand Years They Have 

Harbored Ii Will Against the - 

yars and HResieted Force. 

[Washington Star:] “In the Car- 
pathian uplands, through which vast 
Russian armies are seeking to force 
entrance into Hungary, is Slovakiand. 
There are about 2.500, 000 of these No- 
vaks, and they are among the bitterest 
enemies that the Hungarians or Mag- 
yar has made for himself. Ever since 
the invading Magyar ked the 
brightest political hopes of the Slovaks 
the Kingdom of Great Moravia of 
the ninth century—on the field of 
Pressburg. in 907, there has been deep 
ill-will between the peoples“

tional Society, concerning 
the Slov of Hungary, whose fate 
as a people hangs in the balance to-

Magyar power in Europe, the 
Slovaks have held the position of a 
conquered and subject people. The 
bulk of this folk, pushed against the 
northern mountains, lies behind a line 
drawn from Pressburg eastward 
through Zemplin to the Galician 
border. Practically all of this region 


fe composed of wooded mountains and 


broken hilis, and is of such a nature 
that unremitting labor within its con- 
Sines brings in a competence, but 
never the reward of wealth. 
Thus, the Slovaks have had little 
material aid with which to carry on 
their struggle with the Magyars. Their 
resistance has been made in poverty; 
has been largely passive but, never- 
theless, has had a stolid. immobile 
quality which has defied misfortune. 
“The Slovaks occupied the territory, 
where they are found today between 
the sixth and seventh centuries. They 
Were one of the most helpless of all 
the forward waves of Slav migration. 
In language they were most nearly 
related to the Czechs of all the Slavs. 
They are a peasant people. Their 
aristocracy long ago submitted to the 
r. the wealth and the higher cul- 
ure, of the Magyar, and became thor- 
ly Magyarized. The in- 
erent in their want, continued in a 
close corporation of Slaviem of their 
mountain villages. Despite the devel- 
opment in recent generations of a de- 
termination on the part of the ruling 
Magyars to force the Slovaks to merge 
into the Magyar race at any cost, these 
peasants have retained their Slavonic 
tongue. Slavonic names, and, even, 
have gained a keener sense of racial 
integrity. 
“The Magyars have forbidden the 
wee of Slovak in the schools. They 
have denied these people the right of 
organization,

Rev. Chester Ferris, pastor of the 


Park tional Church, preached 
yesterday morning on Rest.“ His 
text was from Hebrews xii:3. Con- 


sider him that hath endured such 
gainsaying of sinners against himself 
that ye wax not weary, fainting in 
your souls.”

“This great verse is a portion of 
some remarkable words of encourage- 
ment to people hard pressed with 
persecution.

Lest they become 
weary in their stand fr virtue and 
principle and Christ, lest they faint 
under continued pressure of evil and 
yield to the baser and easter way, He 
incites them to ‘consider’ Him who 
for the joy that was set before Him 
endured the cross despising shame. 

“Mr. William James in a remarkable 
article recited the splendid virtues 
which had been fostered by war cour- 
age, endurance of hardship, obedience 
and love for the flag. t nation 
could live without such manly qual- 
ities? Yet, as he said, other means 
may cultivate’ equal virility. To 
maintain one's stand for honor and 
Christ in the Roman empire with its 
persecution certainly was a discipline 
equal th war in its making of great 
character, and unlike war was free 
from the cruelty, hate, last and de- 
atruction which make battle such a 
crime against civilization. 7 

Let any man or woman, as did 
these of the ‘Hebrews,’ live boldly for 
Christ in these modern days in po- 

preachers. 
teachers, or as missionaries in Turkey, 
China or elsewhere, and all the mili- 
tary virtues will be fostered, and the 
virility of the race fully maintained 
and mankind will grow forward in all 
that is noble and mighty. Yet what 
test is it, this call for ‘the gainsay- 
ing of sinners,” their suspicions and 
sianders, their insults and ingratitude. 
Many cannot endure it and fall by 


way. 

Many have not the courage to en- 
ter the arena. They say politics are 
dirty; excuse me.“ ‘Business is war; 
En fight as the others Go: there is 
plenty to do at home, why serve or 
sacrifice on the foreign field?" And 
they prefer to remain lean souls in 
fat pastures rather than robust char- 
acters in flelds of toll and hardship.

OLD AGE SHOULD vor BE BARREN 
AND GLOOMY BUT MOST FRUITFUL 
EPOCH OF ONE'S HISTORY. 
“Old People’s Day was observed 
yesterday at Trinity Auditorium. Rev. 
hartes C. Seleeman. the pastor, 
preached a sympathetic sermon on

IMMANUEL PRESBYTERIAN.

Dr. John Balcom Shaw's subject 
yesterday morning at Immanuel 
Presbyterian Church was “The 
Blessed God.” (First Timothy 1:11.)

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 
GOD CAN SAVE NO MAN UNTIL THAT 
PERSON TRIES TO SAVE 

HIMSELF. 
Dr. William Horace Day, pastor of 
First Congregational Church, 
dwelt on the theme that God can 


fade no man until that man tries te 


save himself. His subject was God's 
Greatest Story.” Dr. Day stated that 
none of Jesus's parables was greater 
than that of the prodigal son. He 
said in part: 
“The publicans and sinners who 
crowded about Jesus wanted to know. 
They had listened to the theologians 
and the lawyers, but could not under- 
stand. As they listened to Jesus they 
knew. He told them the story of 
Dives who had lived to the flesh until 
he had destroyed within his soul his 
capacity to love God or have com- 
passion on his fellow-men. And Jesus 
gave a brief but vivid picture of a 
soul in torment which the greatest 
masters of literature from Dante to 
our own time have not equaled. Dives 
‘was a lost soul, but che Master's 
greatest concern was not for the here- 
after, but for the present. Zachius, 
prosperous, brutally successful, was to 
‘Jesus a lost man. The younger son, 
squandering his money in riotous 
living in the far country, with the 
memory of his father’s love blotted 
out, Was a lost man. We forget some- 
times that he was lost long before he 
left his father’s house, when the world 
thought him a dutiful son, but when 
in his heart he had determined. to 
abandon his father's love. When a 
man fails to care for ‘God as Father 
and men as brother,’ he a 
lost man. ; 

“Sin is not illusion, but delusion. 
It ig a madness in which a man loses 
knowledge of himself and substitutes 
a false and fixed idea for that knowl- 
edge. 
Found Itself,’ begins with the story 
of the mind that lost itself—that is, 
was insane. A soul that abandons 
the love of God loses itself. 

God can save no man until that 
man tries to save himself. Great as 
God's part is He cannot perform it 
until man does his little part. The 
first step in the cure of the soul's 
madness is when a man comes to him- 
self and the soul finds itself. By re- 
pentance, by confession and by richt 
action this young man did his little 
part and the redeeming love of God 
vould do its perfect work.

FIRST METHODIST CHURCH. 
THE WFIGH SEAS BELONG TO 
AND THEIR SHIPS SHOULD BE FREE 

FROM SUBMARINES. 

Rev. Charles Edward Locke, pastor 
of the First Methodist Church. dis- 
cussed last evening the question, “Shall! 
Deadly Submarines be Permitted to 
Destroy American Lives and Ships?” 
Dr. Locke said in part: 

“In this sickening war which cop- 
tinues to range with increasing and 
more furious and barbarous intensity 
the American republic is steadfastly 
determined to maintain a neutral posi- 
tion; but neutrality does not mean 
that our nation shall permit its rights 
to be disregarded or trampled upon 
by any one of the belligerents. The 
high seas belong to neutral nations 
and their merchant ships have a right 
to the freedom of the seas. 

“It is not for one moment to be 
that America will stand by 
and remain passive if these maritime 
rights are denied to her. The exigen- 
cies of War are not a sufficient excuse 
for regarding treaties as scraps of 
paper, or for trespassing upon the 
recognized and prevailing principles 
of international law. 

“American citizens wer clearly |

THEY GIVEN AND 

ANALYZED. . 

At the Temple Baptist Church yes- 
terday Rev. J. Whitcomb Brougher, 
D. D., the pastor, spoke on the sub- 
ject, “The Preacher the People Like. 
He said in part: 

“No one Fikes to be told of his 
faults. Nevertheless there ts no deny- 
ing the fact that the best friend we 
have is not always the one who flat- 
ters us and overlooks our faults, but 
is the one. who kindly calls our at- 
tention to them, and then sympatheti- 
cally helps us overcome them. 

“No feeling of pride should ever 
keep us from welcoming the revela- 
tion of any flaw or imperfection in 
ourselves. No mas can be his own 
best teacher. Exclusively self-made 
men are usually very badly made. 

“With this idea in mind I asked 
the members of my congregation to 
give me their views on their “Idea: 
Pastor.” The following points are most 
noteworthy: 

“A preacher should be God called 
man. The first characteristic of John 
the Baptist was that he was a man. 
Most Writers have emphasized this 
thought. I find that most of the 
people want a man who attracts them 
because of the qualifications that em- 
phasize his manliness. 

„Another writer says, Most preach- 
ers fall because they do not know 
human — 2 may think they 
do, but they do not.“ 

“A preached should be God called 
and God sent. There can be no gen- 
ulne and abiding success in the min- 
istry without the consciousness that 
you have been called specially of God 
for a definite work. Moses could not 
succeed until God especially called 
him, but when God did call him and 
he obeyed, he could not fail. It is 
true that many a man has gone to 
preach Christ, who ought to have gone 
to plow corn. 

“A preacher should dedic te all his 
God-given talents to the ministry and 


service of Christ. It is absolute folly, 


therefore, for people to demand that 
all preachers should be alike. God has 
not made two preachers exactly alike 


any more than he two 
deacons exactly alike. You could not 
find two of the twelve apostles that 


were exactly alike. 
“A preacher should be a spirit-filled 
man. writers declare that a 
preacher needs to have an abund- 
ance of both natural and supernat- 
ural life. A congregation will forgive 
a preacher for a lot of weaknesses 
if he is only really alive and dead in 
earnest. 
“A preacher must declare the whole 
counusel of God without fear of man. 
Paul could say, I kept back nothing 
that was profitable unto you.’ He de- 
clared the whole counsel of God’ and 
was free from the blood of all men. 
He did not ask what the people liked, 
but simply what they needed. 
“The call of the hour is for a heroic 
ministry—men who by word of mouth 
and manner of life show that they 
have given all, in answer to a call 
cf God to save a lost world.”’

sick, lonely, worn out, hopeless, de- 
feated, longing for release from ‘this 
body of death,’ hungry, friendless, 
without faith and full of fehrs—that 
is a situation which our septimiem 
should. reckon with. It is by no 
means the whole picture, but is no 
myth. And when such heartache and 
shipwreck appear in our Sunday 
congregations, what do we offer for 
their relief? 3 

“To many the material stress, the 
difficuity of barely keeping respecta- 
bility alive, or of carrying the load 
which modern demands impose upon 
the citizen, the neighbor, the head of 
a family, seems the most salient fea- 
ture of the problem.

In the official call for the annual con- 
vention of the American Mining Congress 


| just issued it is stated that if the proposed 


leasing system of mines is adopted by the 
Federal government, and the royalty fixed 
at 2 cents per ton on coal, and only 10 per 
cent. of the estimated coal reserves are 
mined during the next one hundred years, 
the total royalty that may be levied on 
Wyoming coal alone by the Federal govern- 
ment will be $8,000,000 annually. 
Wyoming is but one example. Colorado, 
Utah, Idaho, Washington, Oregon and espe- 
cially Alaska will have a greater or less 
tribute to pay, according to their produc- 
tion. Missouri, Illinois, Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and all the States east of the Alleghenies 
will be practically exempt from this exac- 
tion, for the greater part of their coal lands 
have long since passed into private owner- 


It is more than intimated that the laws 
governing the location and acquisition of 
title to lead, zinc, iron, copper and even 
gold and silver deposits will be changed by 
Congress so as to make them contribute to 
the Federal revenues. It will be a special 
tax on western States from which eastern 
commonwealths will be exempt. 

Dastern statesmen have awakened to the 
fact that the water powers of the West are 
more valuable than its coal deposits, and 
they insist that an immense income can be 
obtained by levying a royalty on water 
powers.

TALY’S WAR LORD. | *

dfather, the Liberator of Italy, King 


Victor Emmanuel III has taken the field in 
person in command of the Italian army. 
The grandfather fought as the ally of Prus- 
sia against Austria in 1866; the present 


King finds himself arrayed against Prus- 


sia and the rest of the German empire as 
well as against Austria. That he goes into 
the conflict with a wholesome respect for 
his foes as fighting men is shown by the 
address he issued to his army and navy. 
“The enemy is hardened to war and worthy 


of you,” he said. In other words, he knows 


the Teutons to be foemen worthy of his 
steel. 
There are now three rulers who will 
spend most of their time at the front. One 
is the Kaiser, whose dashes to wherever 
the fighting is hottest either on the west or 
the east front have electrified his men. 
The second is the brave King Albert of 
Belgium, who still leads the remnant of 
the noble army which has fought so val- 
lantly and which has rendered so great 
service to the allies. The third is Victor 


Emmanuel, a royal rival of the Kaiser, who 


will just as certainly be found wherever the 
battle rades most fiercely. 

King Victor Emmanuel III is as well 
trained in the art of war as Emperor Wil- 
liam TI of Germany. Unlike the Kalser, 


‘Ttaly’s King has never shown any particu. 


lar love for literature, art and music, but 
he has displayed as much enthusiasm as 
William II for science, politics and mili- 
tary problems. 

Victor Emmanuel is the representative of 
the oldest ruling family of Europe, the 
house of Savoy. Cradled in the Alps, this 
house was influential in Europe when the 
Hohenzollerns, the Hapsburgs and the Ro- 
manoffs were still “comers.” — 

Italy’s King had a Spartan upbringing, 
despite the fact that he was very delicate 


as a boy. His training was so strenuous 


that it would be considered a hardship by 
the average American boy. As a lad he 
was placed in charge of a distinguished sol- 
dier who was a rigid disciplinarian who im- 
pressed upon his pupil that “the son of a 
king, or the son of a cobbler, when he is an 
ass IS an ass.” Under this redoubtable 
preceptor he formed such good habits that 
today he is spoken of as a man resolute, 
cool, modest, clever, with a strong, quiet 
personality which makes itself felt in every 
department of the national life. That is a 
high character for any man, but particularly 
a king, to live up to. 


Like his father before him, Victor Em- 


manuel has known what it is to face an 
assassin. His father, King Humbert, a, gal- 
lant, simple and upright man, and a keen 
soldier, was killed by Bresci, the anarchist 
of Paterson, N. J. The present sovereign’s 
life was ettempted by a madman named 
d'Alba. ‘che attempt proved not only the 
heroism of the King, but the devotion of 
his wife, Queen Elena, daughter of the 
rugged. King Nicholas of Montenegro, 
“Uncle Nick,” as his people affectionately 
called him. When d'Alba fired, Queen 
Elena clasped her husband in her arms to 
protect him with her own body. Happily, 
both she and the King escaped unharmed. 
Judging by some of his public utterances, 
King Victor Emmanuel has been a student 
of Lincoln. Shortly after he succeeded to 
the throne he proclaimed that his intention 
was “to govern with the people for the 
people,” and he Has proved to be as demo- 
cratic as any European sovereign very well

REAT BRITAIN’S 
WAR MEDALS, 


QUEEN ELIZABETH'S TIME. 


{New York Sun: At this time, 
when so much ts being published con- 
cerning the medals of honor awarded 
soldiers of the warring armies for

the presence of a ring for suspension. 
Another specimen of this period is 
one bearing on the obverse a crowned 
bust of the queen in very high relief 
holding the orb and sceptre, and a 
bay tree upon an isiand on the re- 
verse. This is generally accepted as 
having been struck to commemorate 
the defeat of the Spanish Armada. It 
is a larce-oval piece over two inches 
in length. , 

A special medal was ordered by 
Charles I to be presented to Robert 
Welch, an Irish soldier. who at the 
battle of Edgehill in 1642 succeeded 
in recadturing from the enemy the 
standard of the King's own re¢iment, 
which had fallen into the hands of 
the Parliamentary forces. On the 


Welch was knighted by the king. 
This medal bears upon the obverse 
effigies of the king and of Prince 
Charles, and on the reverse the royal | 
standard. Many medals were a wa- 
ed during the Civil War to officers 
of the Royalist and Parliamentary 
forces, but most of these appear to 
have been more of the nature of 
party badges than rewards for dis- 
tinction in the field.

It was sub- 
scribed for by his brother officers to 
commemorate his Nant action in 
preventing the king’s colors from fall- 
ing into the hands of the enemy at 
the battle of Albuera. The members 
of the color party in charge of the 
standard having all been put out of 
action, it was seized by Lieut. 
Latham, who clung to it in spite of 


was knocked down and trampled upon 
he managed to conceal it beneath his 
„ He was found later on ap- 
parently dead with the colors still in 
his possession. He subsequently re- 
gained consciousness and eventually 
recovered from his wounds. 

In 1816, at the suggestion of the 
Duke of Wellington, orders were giv- 
en by the prince regent that in com- 


memoration of the victory of Waterloo 
a medal should be conferred upon 


every officer and soldier present upon 
that memorable occasion. 


Thus originated the famous Water- 


loo medal, which. bears on the obverse 
a bust of the prince regent and on the 


of a well known coin of Elis, struck 
at the finest period of Greek art. 
When the distribution of these medals 
took place great dissatisfaction was 
felt by veterans of similar actions in 
the peninsula war that their services 
should be unrecognized, and it would 
appear that at the time some efforts 
were made to repair this omission. 
Nothing, however, was done until 
1847, when Queen Victoria made 
‘amends for the shortcomings of her 
predecessors and ordered what is now 
known as the “war medal” to be con- 
ferred upon officers and men who had 
taken part in the wars from 1798 to 
1814. Many different bars are asso- 
ciated with it, including such well- 
8 names as Badajos, Salamanca, 


AT QUEEN VICTORIA'S COMMAND. 
In 1864 Queen Victoria commanded 
that a medal bearing the word 
Crimea should be conferred upon all 
those who had taken part in the 
campaign. Alma and Inkerman were 
the first names to be inscribed upon 
the clasps associated with this medal, 
and these were followed later on by 
Balacjava and Sebastopol.
